SUBJECT; Training Office History for the Month of October, 1944. 
TO : Ground Executive, 100th Bomb. Group (H), APO # 559. 


1. During the month of October this group received twenty-four 
(24) replacement combat crews. Most of them finished their pre-flying 
ground training during the month. The regular seven (7) day pre- 
flying ground training period was extended in most cases due to the 
necessity of practice flying at those times when the weather permitted. 
The practice was started of having the first meeting of new crews 
with the Training Officer held in the Combat Library, introducing the 
new personne] both to the training program and to the library itself. 
Observation had shown that most combat personnel were depriving theme 
selves of many hours of both valuable and interesting recreation due 
mainly to unfamiliarity with the library. New features of the pre- 
flying ground training program for new personnel included courses in 
Parachutes and Chemical Warfare. For the first time also this depart- 
ment supervised the checking and issue of flying equipment to replace= 
ment personnel with very satisfactory results. 


2- With the advent of the winter months and increased hours of 
darkmess the necessity for cold weather operations and night take-offs 
and landings brought to the fore several subjects for our general train- 
ing programe The majority of crew personnel received instruction 
including Night Flying Control, Night Vision & Celestial Navigation. 
Renewed emphasis was placed on instrument flying and all operational 
crews were checked out by qualified instructors on night flying, night 
take-offs and landings by means of night practice missionse Each new 
crew arriving in the future will be checked out by qualified instructors 
on night flying, night take-offs and landings by means of night practice 
missions. Each new crew arriving in the future will be checked out for 
night flying as part of their pre-operational flying training. Because 
of continually lowering operational temperatures, emphasis was further 
placed on various subjects pertaining to cold weather operations. These 
included Gold Weather Engine Operation, Cold Weather Gunnery and Frost- 
bite, through the possibilities of the latter ere much less at the 
present than during a comparable period last year due to aircraft 
modifications. 


3e Other special classes of instruction, indicated below, given 
during the month of October include several occasioned by incidents of 
a more or less serious nature.

ae Classes were held on various types of bombs amd 
fuses, with special emphasis being placed on 
incendiary fuses. Classroom work as well as 


practical work periods in the Ammunition Area 
were held. 


b. The possibility of future operations involving 
the use of chemical bombs occasioned the 
instruction of all crew personnel in the types 
of chemical bombs that might be used and in 
personal defense against both deliberate enemy 
gas warfare and accidental exposure to the effects 
of gase 


ce. Confidential enemy reports captured on the continent 
indicated the necessity for renewed emphasis on 
prisoner of war security conciousness. For a 
limited peridéd of time we had the movie, "Resist- 
ing Enemy Interrogation", on this station and 
presented it to a large majority of our combat 
personnel plus many of the ground echelon. It 
is recommended that all ground echelon personnel, 


as well as combat personnel, be shown this excellent 
filn. 


d. From 3 October to 14 October 1944 the Ninth Mobile 
Training Unit was present at this station. Crews 
were scheduled by this office to attend the train- 
ing unit and very good attendance was obtained. 
Mock-ups and break-downs were available for study 
for the following B-17 systems; 


1. Engines. 

2. Superchargers. 

3. Hydraulic Systems. 

4. Blectrical Systemse 

5. Propellers. 

6. Fuel & Fuel Transfer Systems.

Captain Alfred B. Rowland, officer in charge of the 
training unit, stated that results obtained at this 
station were the best he had encountered to date. 


e. Numerous cases of Vincents! Disease caused the 
indoctrination of a1] combat personnel in oral 
hygiene under the auspices of the Dental Department. 


4, This office has continued to attempt to make training for new 
crews and for operational crews as practical as possible, drawing much 
of the subject matter for instruction from past, present and possible 
future problems. We try to have as instructors those men who have 
encountered particular difficulties both in the air and on the ground,

men who may be considered as experts on the particular subject. 
Through such means, end by increased emphasis on training attendance, 
fairly satisfactory results have been accomplished through both 


training classes and synthetic trainers. This group continues to 


lead the Combat Wing in training, according to comparative training 


reports issued by 15th Combat Wing, A-3 Training, as to training 
efficiency.

Care of Gas Masks. Several instances have recently been reported of xzas masks 
being damaged thru being placed too close to burning stoves in barracks. Unit 
Commanders will take steps to see that uniform systems of arrangement do not 
require that gas masks be placed near stoves. Each officer and enlisted man 
will thereafter be held responsible for any damage of this nature. All per- 
sonnel are further advised to immediately check their masks and gas protective 
equipment for possible damage from this cause, 


Mail and Censorship. The following extracts are taken from WTOUSA Circulars 
No. 100, 10 Oct 44, and No. 101, 13 Oct 44, for your information and compli- 
ance: 

No member of the US Army in this theater, nor any civilian serving with 
the US Army, will use any other than the designated APO address. AL private 
addresses such as hotels, clubs, private residences and civilian post office 
boxes are prohibited for both mail and cables or telegrams. No official or 
hotel letterhead stationery will be used for private correspondence in such 
a manner as to disclose the location of the writer or to link an APO number 
with a specific georraphic location. 


Mail Service With Liberated Italy. Such mail originating with military 
personnel will carry no return address other than the name, rank and serial 
nunber of the writer and 'c/o Theater Censor, G-2, European Theater of Opera— 
tions, APO 887, US Army'. British postage is required on such mail origina- 
ting in the UK, at the rate of 3d for the first ounce and 13d for the second 
ounce, on letters, and 2d for post cards. For such mail originating on the 
Continent, US postage is required at the rate of 5¢ for the first ounce and 
3¢ for the second ounce, on letters, and 3¢ for post cards, 


Mail Service With Liberated France. A limited mail service with civil- 
ians in certain departments of France is now available. Inforniation concern-— 
ing the places to which the service is available may be obtained at any APO. 
The service is restricted to non-illustrated post cards and ordinary letters 
not exceeding one ounce in weight, written in iinglish or French, on personal 
and family matters only. Mail of these Categories will be accepted free of 
postage. Communications of a business or commercial nature are prohibited.

All such mail originating with military personnel must bear the writer's 
complete return address, including his rank, name, serial number, organization, 
and APO number, and 'US Army'. The attention of all personnel is directed to 
the fact that mail originating with French civilians is not acceptable in US 
Army Post Offices. The mail will be given US military censorship, as pre- 
scribed by Pars 3, 4, and 5, Cir 33, 21 Mar 44, as amended, and will be 
deposited in US Army Post Offices.
